Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a multiple view angle X-ray stereoscopic imaging method comprising the 
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steps of employing one or more filtering interpolation methods to implement the 
interpolation combination calculations for the near ray beams and combining an image 
pixel corresponding to a sight line, according to the operational performance of 
computers and the requirement of user for image precision, and achieving calculations 
for all pixels in stereograms by repeating steps 3-5, as claimed in claim 1 . Prior art fails 
to disclose a multiple view angle X-ray stereoscopic imaging system employing one or 
more filtering interpolation methods to implement the interpolation combination 
calculations for the near ray beams and combining an image pixel corresponding to a 
sight line, according to the operational performance of computers and the requirement 
of user for image precision, and thereby achieving calculations for all pixels in 
stereograms, as claimed in claim 1 1 .
